The case 
of the Republican against the Demoeratic 
party—the opposing principles, the widely 
different policies, the National aims of the 
one and the State-supremacy doctrines of the 
other—was ably presented by al! the speakers, 
and an enthusiasm evoked that reminded 
those present of the earnestness of the days 
of the War. Gen. Barks’ review of the ree- 
ords of the two parties and his exposition of 
the differing policies was very able, and was 
listened to with the greatest atten- 
tion, notwithstanding its length and 
the heat of the evening.

PROGRESS IN THE OBNSUS. 

The progress of the American people is 
not moredenoted by the growth in population 
and increase in business, as indicated by the 
succession of decennial eensuses, than it is 
by the improvement in the methods pursued 
and the results achieved in these enumera- 
tions. The constitutional provision for an 
enumeration of the population once every 
ten years was originally designed to afford 
an equitable basis forthe apportionment of 
representation in Congress and of direct 
taxes in case any should be levied. But ever 
since the first enumeration was made, and 
especially since 1840, the work of taking the 
census has had an enlarged scope. A writer 
in the North American Review for August 
traces some of notable improvements in 
the present law governing the census of 1880. 

As early as the beginning of the present 
cenfury studious men discerned that the 
periodical enumeration might be made to 
yield important information as to the social 
aud Industrial status of the country, and 


Congress was memorialized more than once 


to extend the work to that end. Efforts were 


madein all the enumerations after the first 
one to enlarge the scope of the census, but it 
was not till 1840, we are informed, “that any 
reasonable measure of exactness was ob- 
tained.”’ It was in 1840 that the law was 
passed which created the office of Superin- 
tendent of the Census, and made the social, 
industrial, and ciyil statistics an integral part 
of the work. A good idea of the great prog- 
ress that has been made in this direction may 
be found in the statement that the results of 
the first census were compiled in a pamphlet 
of fifty-two pages and at a cost of $44,000, 
while it reyuired three immense volumes and 
an expenditure of $3,300,000 to present all 
the information gathered in the census-taking 
of 1870. 

The law of 1880 is believed to be a vast im- 
provement in many respects upon that of 
1870, and it is confidently expected that the 
census of this year will yield information of 
greater value to political economists, statis- 
ticians, sociologists, and business men than 
atry previous inquiry has afforded. Hereto- 
fore the execution of the work was fntrusted 
to the United States Marshals, who. super- 
vised it in addition to their ordinary duties. 
This necessitated a geographical division for 
the purposes of enumeration corresponding 
to the judicial distriets. The result was that in 
certain sections the population was tee dense, 
and in other sections too scattering, to admit of 
accurate details. Under the present aystem 
the District Supervisors were appeinted by 
the President, the districts were mapped out 
with special reference to. the work in hand, 
the enumerators were appointed without re- 
gard to their partisan attachments, and there 
was an elaborate and ‘thorough preparation 
for covering the whole ground com pietely 
and accurately. One of the requirements of 
this year’s work was thatevery enumérator 
should report daily by postal card the 
amount of work he bad done to both the 
Superintendent at Washington and the 
Supervisor of his own district. This pro- 
vision served at once as an incentive to hb. 
dustry and as a check upon the enumerators 
everywhere. Most of the modifications in 
the law were sug by Gen. Walker, the 
Supervisor of the Census, whose previous 
experience and natural gift for this kind of 
work have made him a pecaliarly valuable 
agent. 

It remains to be seen whether or not too 
much has been’ undertaken to secure sta- 
tistical accuracy in the various subjects in- 
cluded in the plan of enumeration. There is 
one provision of the law, however, which 
Warrants a confidence that the results will 
be as complete and sa as could be 
desired. We refer to that change in the sys- 
tem which authorizes the Superintendent to 
withdraw the scheaules for manufacturing 
and soelal “statistics © from thé enumerators 
in the ‘séveral subdivisions. aiid intrüst the 
collection oi such statistics to special agents.

THE M’GRATH-STAUBER CASE, 

Ald, J. J. MoGrath, of the Fourteenth 
Ward, has been wrongfully kept out of his 
seat for three or four months, which seat is 
occupied by Stauber, the defeated Com- 
munist. The law points involved in the case 
were submitted to Corporation-Counsel 
Adams, who, after a careful examination of 
the matter, gave an official opinion that the 
Council could not go back of the retuPns, 


but must canvass them and declare the re- 


sult, and seat the candidate that the re- 
turns on their face showed was elected; then 
if the other candidate was dissatisfied with 
the result it was his right and privilege to 
contest the election in the manner provided 
by law. 

Why has not that body followed this ad- 
vice of the Corporation Counsel? It unques- 
tiomably states the law correctly. The Com- 
mittee on Elections have made a report 
which declares that MeGrath had received a 
majority of the votes cast. That he is prima 


facie entitled to his seat there can be no 


question. The matter is in a very curious 
shape. Nineteen members voted last Mon- 
day night that MeGrath was elected, and 
fourteen voted in the negative; that is, nine- 
teen voted that McGrath had received 150 
and Stauber 59 votes im the Seventh Precinct 
of the Fourteenth Ward, according to the re- 
turns before the Council, which elected him; 
and then on the direct motion dedlaring Mo- 
Grath elected Alderman two or three Alder- 
men changed their votes to the negative, and 
defeated his admission. And Stauber, by 
the Mayor’s scandalous and déemagoe- 
ieal ruling, was permitted to vote in his 
own behalf on every question. The blather- 
skites and whisky-creooks, Lawler and Hil- 
dreth, were allowed to run the Connect! and 
furnish law forits government. The votes 
of Ald. Ballard, Clark, Hulbert, and 
Grannis are a surprise to their friends and 
constituents, Are they enamored of the 
Mayor’s unparllamentary and demagogical 
ruling ? Do they place more reliance in the 
‘hypothetical dissection of a brassy whisky- 
crook and the gabble of a Gommunistie 
blae kmailer than in the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel and the legal argument of 
a lawyer of the ability of Ald. Shorey? 
There is no getting around the fact that 
McGrath was elected according to the re- 
turns of the election, and is therefore entitled 
to take hi’ seat and hold it for two years, 
or until some contestant shall show to the 
satisfaction of a Court that he and not 
McGrath received a majority of the 
legal votes cast. We take it for granted that 
Messrs. Ballard, Clark, Grannis, and Hulbert 
know that every Alderman in the Chamber 
took his seat on a canvass of the returns 
made by the judges of the election precincts, 
and that in no case did the Council break 
open the sealed ballots and poll-books, re- 
count the ballots, send for persons and 
papers, swear witnesses, and compel voters 
to tell for whom they voted and prove their 
legal right to vote at such election. We 
assume that those four Aldermen are aware 
that only a civil court of competent juris 
diction can go behind the records of a city 
election in this way and reverse the returns 
of the election officers. Then why do they 
not vote to put the case in such shape that 
Stauber can ask the Court to go behind 
the returns? One or the other of the 
two claimants was elected. Was it Stau- 
ber? The returns do not show it. Those 
four Aldermen will hardly vote that the re- 
turns prima facie elect Stauber, and, if the 
returns do not show him elected, he has no 
business to be holding a seat in the Council. 
Fis presence there is a fraud on the body and 
on the public. As the case stands before the 
Couneil McGrath is entitled to the seat, be- 
Cause the returns of the Inspectors of 
election show him to have received a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast. After he has 
taken his seat, let Stauber, if he can, proceed 
in a legal way to show that he and not Mc- 
Grath received a majority of the legal votes 
cast at that election. If he can’t do that, he 
has no claim to à seat tn the Council. 
THE DEIROIT RIVER DISASTER. 

Following the recent disasters upon the 
Sound and the horrible catastrophe in the 
Hudson River Tunnel, comes the needless, 
reckless collision on the Detroit River, thus 
once more exemplifying the old adage that 
misfortunes never come singly. What new 
horror is to follow this time, only can show, 
It is to be hoped, however, that the present 
cycle is closed and that we may have a res- 
pit from the awful sacrifice of human life 
which every year is caused by human care- 
lesness and reek lesness. 

The testimony as to this collision of the 
steamer Garland and steattyacht Mamie 
shows unmistakably that the officers of 
either one or the other and perhaps ef both 
vessels were criminally ‘careless. The 
steamer Garland in the first place was over- 
loaded with passengers. Where a steamer 18 
se crowded that even dancing is impossible, 
it'shows that the laws regulating the carry- 
ing Of passengers have been violated. In 
the second place, she was saiiing with a full 
head of steain on and apparentiy racing with 

nother boat, the Fortune, which was also 

ata very rapid rate. In the third 
place, the Mamie was sailing up stream at the 
rate of only six or eight miles an hour, and 
the Garland was sailing down, but both ves- 
sels were plainly visible to each other several 
minutes before they struck, as the moon- 
hght was yery bright and made distant 
objects. almost as plainly visible as if 
% were day. In the fourth place, the 
two vessels approached each other in piaiti 
sight, constantly coming nearer and nearer, 
until those on beard apprebended a collision, 
and no warning was given on either unti! 
Mamie was within fifty feet of the Gar 
when she sounded a whistle as a signal that 
she would pass to the left when there was

saved who climbed up the bow of 
the Garland. but those on the stern during 
these ten minutes—time enough, it would 


seem, to have saved some of them— were lost.. 


In the sixth place, the Mamie did not carry 
the red or gteen light, which sheshould have 
done. In the seventh place, the officers of 
the Fortune, with an obtuseness it seems 
hard to understand. never siacked their ter- 
rific speed, but plowed right through the 
scene of the disaster, undoubtedly running 
down many of the victims. And in the eighth 
place, as always happens in these disasters, 
those agencies of rescue facetiously termed 
life-boats were so snarled up and unmanage- 
able by the knotted aud tangled condition of 
their ropes that there was a long delay before 
they could be made available, and even then 
but one boat.scems to have been lowered 
from the Garland. If a regular program 
for a collision -had been arranged between 
the officers of the two vessels it could hardly 
have been more sueeessfully managed; and 
to add to the ghastly horror of the océasion 
we have a third steamer shooting across the 
sréne, unaware of what had happened, and 
disappearing rapidly from sight after she 
had washed some of the struggling victims to 
their watery graves. 

If ever there was a case that n 
strict investigation it is this; and ‘ff ever 
there was a case where some one should be 
severely punished it is this. It will not re- 
store the dead victims of official carelesness 
to life, nor bring eonsolation into the homes 
made desolate by the loss of their children, 
but it may help to make the living more 
secure, and throw some safeguards around 
human life, which is now held so contempti- 
bly cheap. It is time, also, that the traveling 
public should arouse to its duty, and demand 
in a manner that cannot be mistaken not 
only that this disaster shall be investigated 
and the guilty parties punished, but that the 
laws appertaining to steamers, salling ves- 
sels, and navigation shall not be violated 
with impunity, Espectally in the matter of 
life-boats, they should: demand that in every 
ease hereafter where it ls shown that they 
dre not in first-class order, and are not low- 
ered immediately in case of accident, those 
responsible for them shall be punished, Un- 
less something is done, and dune speedily 
and thoroughly, to protect life upon the 
water, the public should and will avoid i‘, 
and travel by rail wherever it is practicable.

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CONSTABLES AND J. F. 8. 

The people and the authorities of Chicago 
have become somewhat familiar with a form 
of Cishonesty, amounting in some instances 
to robbery, committed ostensibly under the 
forms of law and by Officers of the law. So 
successfully has this been carried on, and with 
such freedom and impunity, that other scoun- 
drels and robbers bave assumed the garb 
and pretense of legal authority, and under 
its disguise engaged in the same business. 
What tends to aggravate this dishonesty is 
the fact thatin 4 majority of cases the vic- 
tims selected are helpless and defenseless 
women. That the whole of this business 
may be understood, it is necessary to state 
that Cook County has comparatively a large 
territory, that it contains thirty-six. town- 
ships, and that each of these townships is en- 
titled to elect a Justice of the Peace and two 
Constables, These Justices have jurisdic- 
tion over the Whole territory of the county. 

Taken asa class, and with comparatively 
few exceptions, this body of Constables, in- 
cluding those in commission in the City of 
Chicago, are brutal, cowardly, thieving 
scoundrels ,who, instead of bearing commis? 
sions as officers of the law, have long since 
forfeited every claim to decency or hon- 
esty, and who, for long and persistent crim- 
inal practices, should be serving in the 
Penitentiary. 

These dishonest. Constables have of late 
years invented the practice of hunting up 
civil claims, instituting suits before ‘the 
Justices ln the remote county towns, and re- 
quiring the defendants. to appear at impos 
sible hours before these Justices, whose 
offices are ten, fifteen, or even twenty-five 
miles distant from Chicago by rail. The per- 
sons sued gre generally those empioyed in 
the city,—men-and' women who can’t leave 
their work to go out of the city by rail to 
hunt up these country Justices. The 
consequence is, that judgments in such 
cases have been given for the debt, 
and in a majority of cases the claims have no 
foundation. Armed with a judgment and 
execution, the Constable, watching his oppor- 
tunity, descends on the home of the defend- 
ant, seizes: his or her furniture, carts it 
away, and it is never thereafter heard 
of. So often has. this robbery been 
committed that it has grown Into a regular 
practice, and there seems to be no legal 
remedy for the Wrong and no punishment 
for the wrengdoer. The Constables of Chi- 
eago and of Cook County, as a class, are 
brutal thieves, and in their performances 
they seldom fail to sustain that character. 

This practice has been so profitable that at 
last another branch of, the profession has 
made itself conspicuous. Thus, a gang of 
wretches assuming to be Constables have 


instituted suits before the remote.J ustices, 


have obtained judgments and executions, 
have lewied on and. carted away the 
household goods of the Victims; an accom- 
plice then steps in and replevins the goods 
from the bogus Constable, and that is the last 
ever heard. or known of the property. 
Summed up, a bogus claim is presented by a 
bogus plaintiff, a bogus Constable serves the 
papers issned by a country Justice, he gives 
judgment and execution, a bogus or real 
Constable (there being practically no differ- 
ence) seizes the property of the defendant in 
his absence from his home, a confederate re- 
plevins the goods from the Constable, gives a 
bogus bond, and then the legal robbery 18 
complete, 

Is there no remedy for all this? Is there 
no punishment for crime of this kind? The

Another Falling Off in the East- 
Bound Freer. Tennage. 


An Advance of Five Cents in Rates 
Looked For Next Month. 


Railway Business of the Past Year—In- 
teresting Facts from Poor’s 
Manual. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 

Small as the east-bound. freight shipments 
by rail were for the week ending July 17, 
they were still smaller during the past week, 
haying now reached about as lowa point as 
during any week this season, ‘The principal 
cause of the heavy falling-off in business by 
rail during the past few weeks is due to the 
(disparity between lake and rall rates. While 
the latter remain the same as at the begin- 
ning ot the season, the former are now less 
than one-half what they were a few 
weeks ago. About a month ago the 
lake rates on corn and wheat were 
from seven to eight cents per bushel 
from Chicago to Buffalo, while they are 
at present but three to three and one-half 
cents. Still there is no prespect whatever 
that there wifl be another reduction in rail 
rates this season, The railroads prefer te do 
a small business at the present highly profit- 
able rates than to do a large business at less 
profitable figures, They expect w have their 
hands full very soon any way, as the new 
crops will in a short time begin to come for- 
ward. Then the shippers may confidently 
look out for an advance in rail-rates, It 1s 
now generally predicted thatan advance of 
five cents will .be made about the mid- 
dle of August, or at the latest by 
the end of that month It was en- 
pected that the trunk-line managers at 
their meetings at Saratoga last Wednesday 
yout take some action on tne rate question.

A NEW MEAT-PRESERVING PROCESS. 

For some years past there have at various 
times been Bs omed mm ied for and nted for 
the alleged preserva of beef, without the 
use of icé,so that it can be transported from 
point to poiat. So far as heard from, none of 
th have 2 out to be practi- 
cal. Dr. W. K. Everson, of No. 2218 Indiana 
avenue, claims to have solved the problem. He 
does pot claim his ate is en- 
tirely of his own iovention, but de as- 
serts that he has perfected a process 
by which animal meat can be preserved 
sweet and wholesome without the use of ice for 
an indefinit lonat> of time. He exhibited a 
piece of Leef at BUNE office which, he 
said, was treated ~~, solution a week ago 
last Thursday, and it was as sweet when cut 
into as though it had been fresh killed. Dr. 
Everson claims that his p is not ju the 
least injurious to the meat. A quarter of beef 
can be — into the solution which be uses 
and it will be 21 to the atm eric 
spures which attack meat externally. His idea 
is that with this compound a great mercantile 
riddie has been solved, as beef can be transport- 
ed across the Continent and to Europe sweet 
and fresh, without the use of a particie of ice. 
Under the influence of this compound beef 
grows tender and mellow with age, without las- 
ing fiavor. Dr, Everson's idea is that hecf can 
be killed in South America, where it is s very 
cheap, and on the Texas piains, treated with this 
solution, and truns direct to New York or 
Europe. There is nothing in its preparation 
that is foreign to the constituents of beef, and 
it gives no taste and does no injury to the meut. 
Furthermore, he thinks that an injection of the 
fluid into the carcass immediately after the 
killing, in addition to dipping the meat into the 
solution after the animal is cut up, will not in- 
jure in the least the flavor of the beef, but 
merelygaid in its preservation. He says further 
that it can be used in ing hides, poultry, 

He thinks it ig destined to work a 
revolution in meat transportation in this coun- 


try.

THEOLOGICAL ASTRONOMY. 
THE BIRTH OF CHRIST COINCIDENT WITH 
' THE COMPLETION OF A SOLAR CYCLE, 
Noah Lee in New York Observer. 
The celebrated astronomer, D. E. Lande, 
makes the tropical year consist of 365 days, 
5 hours, 48 minutes, 48 seconds. ' 
This I believe to be correct, because it is 
the only valuation 1 have ever seen given 
from which a perfect solar cycle can be found, 
and I believe all God’s works are perfect. I 
claim to have discovered, with the’ above 
value of the tropical year, a perfect ‘solar 
eycle consisting of 6,300 years, without a 
fractional remainder, the first year of the 
second cycle being precisely the same as the 
first year of the first cycle; the first after leap- 
year, the day of the month, the day of the 
week, and the position of the equinox, being 
the same in the second cycle as in the first, 
without a fractional remainder. 
There is no point between the first and last 
year of the cycle of 6,300 years at which the 
eycle can be made to synchronize with the 
Christian era; but the last year of the cycle 
corresponds to B. C. 5, common era, which is 
the year in which Christ was born. The 
Dominical letters are inflexible; they can 
neither be coaxed nor bribed out of the proper 
channel; they are also infallible, if correctly 
employed; in applying them to the cycle, the 
first letter of the alfabet (A) must be made 
to represent the first year of the cycle, and, 
as the letters are arranged for the Julian 
calendar, the first day of the cycle must be 
Sunday, the Ist day of January; and, as 
first year of cycle is the first after leap- 
rear, the fourth year of the cycle must be 
eap-year and have two Dominica! letters. 
he excess of Julian over tropica! time 

amounts to seven days in 900 years, without 
a fractional remainder; hence there should 
be seven leap-days omitted in each 900 years, 
thus making seven cyclesin 900 years; but, 
as these consist of 1284-7 years each, and as 
the leap-day cannot be omitted except in a 
leap-year, omissions must be made so as 
to give 128 years in each of the first six 
cycles, and 152 years to the seventh. This 
would give forty-nine precession cycles to 
6,300 years: rid seven precession cycles to 
one equinoctial cycle of 900 years, and seven 
equinoctial cycles to one grand and perfect 
solar cycle of 6,300 years. 

Each year in which the deen chf is omitted 
must be limited to one Dominical letter; all 
eae proper must have two letters 
each. By computing according to the posi- 
tion of the equinox at the meridian of Rome 
the last omission of the leap-~day in the grand 
eycle falls due in B. C. 13; but by computing 
according to the meridian of Jerusalem, —at 
and near which Christ consummated his mis- 
sion to this world,—the omission of ‘the last 
leap-day in the cycle fell due in B. C. 5, com- 
mon era, the same year in which Christ was 
born.

REMARKABLE SERMON BY A PRESBYTERIAN 
MINISTER UNDER THE BAN OF HERESY. 
Tue Trreune of June 27 published a ser- 
mon delivered a short time previous by the 
Rev. Myron Adams, pastor of one of the Con- 
gregational churches in Rochester, in which 
he denied the doctrine of eternal punish- 
ment. The sermon created a profound sen- 
sation in Rochester and neighboring towns 
and villages, in which the Rev. Mr. Adams 
is known and highly respected. In his theo- 
logical views he was supported by his 
brother, the Rev. E. P. Adams, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church in Dunkirk, N. T. His 
broad views, approaching close to Universal- 
ism, attracted the attention of orthodox mem- 
bers of the Presbytery, who called a special 
session, which met in Buffalo, for 
the purpose of conferring with the min- 
ister, who was accused of rank heresy. 
A number of the sermons were produced, 
and those portions which were considered 
objectionable were pointed out to him, with 
questions as to whether they were his views. 
The reverend gentleman replied that they 
were. The necessity of his withdrawal from 
the church if such was his belief was then 
set forth. He was given time to carefully 
consider his position and retreatif he became 
convinced that he had erred. A committee 
of his co-laborers were appointed to talk 
over the matter with him and receive 
his answer. The matter did not become 
public until the Committee went to Dunkirk 
and held conferences with the pastor on the 
growing state of affairs. A large meeting 


of Mr. Adams’ congregation was held at 
Dunkirk a week ago yesterday, and resolu- 
tions were adopted denouncing the action of 
the Presbytery in uesting their pastor to 
resign, and further, they believed that 
he was striving to preach the truth, and they 
did not pro to let him go.

If 
there really was good authority for His 
course, and we cannot think that His doing 
was unauthorized, then why should He not 
inform them just what it was ?

But you must have observed that He

ng given Him authority. If He could have 

pointed to some such recognized authority, 
saying.

But it is high time for us all to know that 
no such anthority belongs to the truth, or to 
the bearer of truth. Did they ask for His 
authority? Jesus gave reply in a seemingly 
strange way, but He could not do otherwise. 
The answer must come right back to the 
questioner, and he finds that he must give it 
himself. If he cannot tind the authority, 
then so far as he is concerned there is no 
authority. Mark that fact well. It is essen- 
tial. We read: When He was come into 
the temple, the chief priests and the elders 
of people came unto Him as He was 
teaching, and said, By what authority doest 
Thou these things? and who gave Thee this 
authority? And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, I also will ask you one thing.“ 

And so must it always be. 

You wantto know what authority some- 
thing that purports to be the truth of God 
has. You loek at the speaker. You ask, 
Where did you come from? Who was 

our teacher? Who laid the consecrating 
and upon your head? What ecclesiastical 
connection have you?” . 

Exactly such questions men do ask, and 
have asked in times past. And they are gen- 
erally answered, too, as if perfectly legiti- 
mate and altogether satisfactory. But inas- 
much as Jesus came into the world of men, 
a messenger of God and a witness to the 
truth, He could not answer any sucb ques- 
tions as these.

They must have in themselves the criterion 
of truth, just as Jesus said to some of them 
once; “ Why, even of yourselves judge ye 
not what is right?” 

Were I asked what the trouble with these 
men was, I might answer in several ways. I 
might say that their eye,“ or intellectual 
and moral discernment of truth, was not 
simple, and, therefore, they were in neces- 
sary darkness and blindness to the truth. I 
— say that they were not pure in heart.“ 
and that consequently they were shut out 
from the knowledge of God and all that is 
godlike. Thereis abundant proof that they 
were not strietly sincere, straightforward, 
and honest, but that they were selfish and un- 
der control of motives of self-interest. It is 
only for such as are pure in heart to “see 
God.“ If God is int em, they possessing His 
clean spirit, then they recognize God most 
naturally and surely. 

But they were schemers. They had mo- 
tives of ir own. They were subject to 
policy, and had personal ends to secure. In- 
stead of being able to look for the truth, and 
as soon as found to grasp it tight and hug it 
to their bosoms, they had to ask, What are 
the consequences? How will this affect my 
standing? What will people think and sayif 
I take such and such a stand? How will the 
acting upon this information affect my bread 
and butter? Havel got to suffer harm or

If his soul is not given to it as a foregone 
conclusion, his eye for seeing it is put out al- 
ready.

For like reasons it is useless to claim 
any authority. Grant that a man feally has 
it, and every right-minded man will certainly 
accord it to him; and if others do not, it is 
well. if you wish to know the truth, then, 
be true, be honest, cleanse your hands from 
all wrong-doing and cgogkeduess of action; 
be simple-minded, sin , childlike, 

The judgment of what is right God has 
put upon your own self. You may some- 
times think that you weuld like to be re- 
lieved from the responbibility. But that is 
impossible. The question is always thrust 
back upon yourself when yon wish to get 
some external sign of some one’s “ authori- 

„ „also will ask you one thing.“ 

Where, then, lies the authority necessary to 
attest the truth to any man? It lies in the 
man himself. This age is waking up to see 
this great and tremendous fact as it never 
was realized before. Councils; Houses of 
Bishops, written creeds and confessions of 
faith, Synods and Presbyteries, Conferences 
and Associations cannotany longer be looked 
to as criterions to settle the faith and belief 
of individual men. We are beginning to see 
that Abraham is the true father of such 
as have faith. He wastaken “out of” all 
his earroandings, kith, kin, and country, that 
they might no longer dietate to him, and so 
learned to walk alone with God, which is 
much the same as to say to keep company 
with his own individual conscience, God’s 
earthly residence. 

Jesus taught the great lesson that it is not 
necessary to look above us, but within us; 
not to others great, worthy, and wise, but to 
the honest, humble mind within ourselves. 

And what a freedom this is! But What a 
responsibility it places upon us to be true 
and honest! And = sets us free from 
all men, and still keepS us lowly-minded. 
Not in our stars, but in ourselves, our des- 
tinies lie. 

We have been afraid to think for our- 
selves, and this fear has been imbibed with 
our mother’s milk. It has done us no good 
to have others think for us. We may think 
for ourselves without at all be puffed up. 

All bodies of men to-day are bound more 
or less by traditions. They held to the Bible 
as they think and prefees, and are confident 
hey read it with a simple eye, but, along 
with the Bible they hold a c a confes- 
sion, a system of theology which they call 
our standards.”

8 des serve to fix us 
in the garmentsof the here may be hid- 
den treasures in the Bible; it may be a won- 
derful book after all, whose profound truths 
come to the surface late in history, like the 
wealth of oil hidden till of late, and useless 
in the earth. But the “standards” serve to 
forbid the discovery of any such truth. 
on? Why, they set their old meaning upon 
the Word of God. They are claimed to be 
the exact counterpart of Scriptural truth, 
any disagreement between them being stiffly 
denied by their admirers. Their use is like 
that of spectacles. These “standards” are 
taken up, are made spectacles of, are raised 
above the word, set on the human nose very 
closely to the eyes, and whatever is seen in 
the Scriptures must be seen through these 
. peO of the past, through the old 
“classes” of our fathers. If the glasses are 
blue, how is it possible that there will not be 
an everlasting blue cast to all our secings 
until the standards are quietly laid aside? 

But there is a solemn duty in the matter. 
If I am placed by Divine appointment upon 
the basis of individual private judgmen 
what right have I, and what right has any o 
us, to renounce our responsibility, and call 
some man or body of men the father of our 
belief? Who will dare to do this? 

If the daytime is now: setting in, as so 
many with joyful, bounding hearts believe, 
then surely we do well to eultivate the use 
of ourown eyes, and know by experience 
the great joy of what the wise Solomon sig- 
nified when he said, “Truly the light * 
sweet, and a pleasant thing it is for the eyes

LAKE BLUFF. 
YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS AT THE CAMP- 
MEETING. 

Yesterday dawned clear and pleasant at’ 
Lake Bluff, but the new arrivals were un- 
usually light, and the audiences at the va- 
rious meetings were accordingly slim.

They were apparently dead weights 
on our Sunday-schools, but they served 
as the tail to a kite and assisted 
the school to rise. The speaker then referred 
to the dangerous tendencies of the Sunday- 
School. First, there was the anti-Scriptural 
tendency, although it seemed preposterous 
to think that modern Sunday-school methods 
were anti-Seriptural. He had been in a 
Sunday-school where there was no Bible,— 
nothing except lesson leaves. He believed 
that the pupils shuuld sée the light in God’s 
light, and protested against all lesson helps 
which would supersede the Bible. Un- 
less these international lessons were 
used as points of observation, they were use- 
less. The speakessaid that he had been 
brought up in the country in the midst of 
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a very elo- 


— literature as Baxter’s “ Saints’ Rest,“ 


he had taken up and studied the Bible 
and learned to love it; therefore he did not 
believe in any substitutes for it. The great 
trouble was that the world was deluged with 
books, and the children never looked at their 
lesson-papers during the week. They never 
had any Scripture except that which was 
pumped into them by the teacher on Sunday. 
The reverend gentleman then spoke of the 
anti-parental tendency. He believed that 
the parent was the guardian of the child. In 
olden times the children had learned the 
Scriptures from their parents, but in modern 
times it was very hard for varents to live in 
the right manner all the time. Modern pa- 
rents packed their children off to Sunday- 
school on Sunday afternoon, and then took 
their siesta, thinking that they were 
bringing up their littl ones in 
a Christian way. I was a mistake 
to allow the Sunday-school to supersede the 
parental relation. Another danger was the 
anti-pastoral tendency, or the se tion of 
the children from the pastor and the keeping 
of them from the church. Still another 
dangerous radical tendency was the demand 
for shorter sermons. In these times thirty

The Celebrated Case of Nicolai, 


the Bookseller of Berlin. 


Scientific Explanation of the Phe- 
nomenon of Spectral Illusions. 


New York Home Journal. 
Modern science has made us aware that 
the old belief in apparitions rested on noth- 
ing more than ilinsive fancies caused by 


some kind of physical derangement of the 


person 80 affected. It is important that 
young persons should be made thoroughly 
aware of the fact that there never was and 
never will be any such fancy which is not 
capable of being explained upon natural 
grounds. A person in weak health, though 
in perfect possession of all his faculties, be- 
gins to be i 


TROUBLED BY WAKING VISIONS 
of persons with whom he may be familiar, 
or who may have been long dead, or who 
sometimes may appear as perfect strangers 
to him. The spectres who flit before him 
“come like shadows” and “so depart.” They 
represent in the most perfect manner the 
reproductions of things that are or were,— 
utterly intangible’ creations. The subject 
of these visitations may hear the spec- 
tres converse, and they may even talk 
in turn to him. He is perfectly aware of 
their visionary nature, and is as convinced of 
their unreality as is the friend who sees them 
not, and to whom the fantoms are described. 
No suspicions of insane delusion as to these 
visitations can be entertained for a moment, 
and the question may, therefore, naturally be 
put to the man of science, How can these 
illusions be accounted for?” The answer is 
to be found in one of the simplest studies in 
the physiology of nerves and of mind, and 
shows us that these illugions have a material 
basis, or in the words of the poet, the 
shadow pfves the substance true.“ 
To elucidate the subject of illusions within 
a brief space, we may give one or two illus- 
trations of illusive vision, such as have been 
recorded for instruction and edification in the 
pages of the physiologist. One of the best 
known cases,—deriving its interest from the 
fact that the subject of the visitations in 
question himself narrates the facts,— 
IS THAT OF NICOLAIL, 
a well-known citizen and bookseller of Ber- 
lin, who read an account of his case before 
the Berlin Academy of Sciences. We shall 
ve the account in his own words: Dur- 
the few latter months of the year 1790 I 
had experienced several melancholy inci- 
dents which deeply affected me, particularly 
in September, from which time I suffered an 
almost uninterrupted series of misfortunes, 
alfected me with the most poignant grief. 
I was accustomed to be bled twice a year 
and this had been done once on the ch o 
July, but was omitted to be repeated at the 
end of the year 1790. . . I had, in Janu- 
ary and February of the year 1791, the addi- 
tional misfortune to experience several ex- 
tremely unpleasant cireumstances, which 
were followed on the 24th of February by a 
most violent altercation. My wife an- 
other person came into my apartment in the 
morning in order te console me; but I was 
too much agita by a series of incidents 
which had most powertully affected my moral 
feeling, to be capable of attending to m. 
On a sudden 1 perceived, at about the dis- 
tance of ten steps,

I pointed at it, asking my wife if she did not 
see it. It was but natural that she should 
not see anything; my auestion, therefore, 
alarmed her very much, and she sent imme- 
diately fora physician. The fantasm con- 
tinued for some minutes. I grew at length 
more calm, and, being extremely exhausted, 
fell inte a restless sleep, which lasted about 
halfan hour. The physician ascribed the 
vision to violent mental emotion, and hoped 
there would be no return: but the violent 
agitation of my mind had ln some way dis- 
ordered my nerves and produced further 
consequences which deserve a more minute 
description.

disappeared on such occasions, they gener- 
ally returned when Lopened my @yes. .. . 
They ali appeared to me in their natural size, 
and as distinct as if alive, exhibiting differ- 
ent colors and fashions in their dresses, 
though the colors seemed somewhat paler 
ihan to real nature; none of the figures 2 
peared particularly terrible, comical, or 
gusting, most of them — by an indifferent 
shape, and some present a pleasing as- 
pect. The longer these persons continued to 
visit me, the more frequently did they re- 
turn, while, at the same time, they increased 
in number about four weeks after they had 
first appeared. 

1 ALSO BEGAN TO HEAR THEM TALK; 


sometimes among themselves, but more fre- 
quently they addressed their discourse to 
me; their speeches being uncommonly short 
and never of an unpleasant turn. At differ- 
ent times there appeared to me both dear 
and sensible friends of both sexes, whose ad- 
dresses tended to appease my grief, which 
had not yet whelly subsided; their consola- 
tory speeches were in general addressed to 
me when I was alone. Sometimes, however, 
I was accosted by these consoling friends 
when 1 was engaged in company, and not 
unfrequentiy while real persons were speak- 
ing to me.

The conceit of Americans about 

THEIR LARGE CITIES 


leads the New York Sun to make a few com- 

arisons: The four largest cities in the 

nited ne York, Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, and Chieago, have a total popula- 
tion of 5,113,684. In 1870 their population 
was 2.311.300. Yet now the population of 
these four cities, of whose growth we are so 
proud, taken together, falls short of the pop- 
ulation of London alone. Even if we added 
St. Louis we should not make up so many 
people as London contains. if we put in 
Washington also we get au aggregate popu- 
lation about equal to that of London. 

London, therefore, contains about as many 

opie as New York, Philadelphia, Brook- 

yn, Chicago, St, Louis, and Washington to- 
rether. Though tne latest census of that 
city was taken cight years ago, its increase 
has been carefully estimated, and the pu- 
lation is now put at 3,620,863, a total which is 
probably within the actual figures. The ag- 
gregate pepulation of the six American cities 
which we have named 1s 3,650,684, 

It isnot at all improbable, indeed ft is 
very probable, that long before the twenti- 
eth century is ended the cluster of cities of 
which New York is the nucleus will contain 
more people than any othercity in the worid. 
But for a quarter ef acentury to come Lon- 
don must take the lead, and coritinue to have 
a population equal to any other two of the 
great capitals.

THE TUNNEL DISASTER. 


Woodland, the Hero. 
New York Herald, July 22. 

Twenty-eight men, as stated, were at work. 

Fourteen of them had just returned from their 
lunch, and the other fourteen were about to go 
to theirs. The men returning had passed iuside 
through the air-lock and the others had quit 
their posts preparatory to leaving. It is proba- 
ble that if they had delayed this for evena 
minute the accident would not have happened, 
for the fata! leak, which was discovered just too 
late, might easily have been stopped if discovered 
in time. As they stood together, just at the mo- 
ment of shifting, a peculiar hissing sound was 
heard with which all were familiar. It meant a 
leak, and a leak meant death. 
i" Back, and stop the leak!” shouted Wood- 
land, and the order was obeyed almost before it 
was given. As many as could get there jumped 
forthe place where all knew the danger was 
greatest. The joining of the temporary roof of 
the tunnel with the Wall of the shaft was neces- 
sarily imperfect. It was intended to make all 
firm with a three-foot wall of brick and cement, 
but it was impossible to get the foundation of 
this brick-work until after the circle of the tun- 
nel should be completed, so that this imperfect 
jointure was continually watched. With reason- 
able diligence it was easy to keep it closed, and 
the material to close it was plenty and at hand. 
The chinks were kepiciosed with silt of which 
the river bottom is oped composed,—a clayey 
mud of the consistency of putty,—and a man was 
supposed to be continually watching the chink. 
At E o’clock midnight there was no ieak, and 
none was reported until just at the moment 
mentioned. 

Of the terrible struggle which followed, and 
which could not have lasted more than two min- 
utes, it is impossible to give a clear story. That 
all was done which could be done no one can 
doubt. The men were nerved by a knowledge 
of the peculiar danger of their positon. Not a 
man but knew that he carried his life in bis 
hand whenever he went to bis work, and nota 
man failed to know that the supreme moment 
bad come. That they had worked as well for a 
minute as men could work cannot be doubted. 

It wus too late. The leak that one man could 
have stopped if he had been there at the right 
moment was now wide enough for the foul cur- 
rent of corruption and death to flow in from the 
river- bottom, and the only safety wasin flight. 
Between the spot where they were and the open 
air there were two ! doors, only one of 
which could be opened at once. . The little rift 
aboveghem became achasm. The comp 
air escaped until there was no longer pressure 
enough from within to maintain the portion of 
unfinished work. It broke. and water and mud 
closed in around them. The electric light by 
which they worked was extinguished. All was 
darkness. Even flight bad in a moment become 
a deubttul problem. : 

At that moment one man played the hero and 
met a hero's death W and stood by the 
inner door of the air-lock calling to bis meu to 
comes to the caisson. His quick order to work 
had come too late, and he called the retreat as 
promptly as he had ordered the 
“Quick, boys. get into the lock, he shouted, and 
instead of passing in among the first he stood by 
the door helping one after another in. 

Eight men passed. They were not yet safe. If 
the others could get in and the inner door of the 
lock could be closed before the fall débris 
(for everything around them was faliing by that 
time) should biock the way they would be almost 
safe. But as the ninth man was entering the 
lock the awful weight of the mud and water fell 
against the door, pinning him so fast ncuth-, 

could have reed him in time. 

e door was fast. One man was fastened in 
the 8 between the other nineteen and 
their last chance of life. The eight in the lock 
were thus almost lost, for there was no lo ra 
chance to close the inner door, and the fi was 
closing on them. Swiftly the water rushed into 
the lock, the flood rose knee deep where they 
stood, and the air was compressed by ali the 
pressure of the rise above them in the little 
chamber, the door of which was securely fast- 
ened against them. They could not open this 
door nor could they break it from the inside. 
But in the lock were two dead lights of massive

His face 
was very pale, and was only a few feet above 
the water that gurgled about him, Behind him 
in the dim glimmer were seen a number of 
shadowy, indistinct forms, whom the men knew 
to be their fellow-workmen. None of them 
moved, and beyond an occasional moan, which 
might have been a prayer or a curse, there was 
no sound. Woodland’s volce sounded strange 
as he shouted to them: 

Break open the outside bell’s-eye.” 

The men in the air-lock knew that to obey 
this meant sudden and sure death to Woodland 
and their companions.

Assessor Amick Nearly Through 
with His Work. 


A Comparison Between 1879 and 1880 
on Real and Personal Property. 


Assessor Amick, of the West Town, will 
turn over his books to the County Clerk in a 
very few days. His work is practically fin- 
ished now, about all that remains to be done 
consisting of the final copying of a portion 
of the figures and the making of the necessary 
additions, recapitulations, ete. The extent of 
the territory in the West Division being near- 
iy twice as large as that in the North and 
‘South Divisions combined, the work has 
necessarily consumed more time than it did 
in the other towns. Add to this the fact that 
Mr. Amick has taken special pains to give 
the taxpayers of the West Division ample 
time to personally inspect the books 
and e their own and their 
neighbors’ returns, and the lateness with 
which the returns are fortheoming is fally 
accounted for. As a result of this policy, 
this year’s assessment will, it is believed, be 
more uniform and equitable than it has been 
in prior years. This is especially important 
as regards the real-estate assessment, which, 
as is well known, is to stand for four years. 
ONE OF THE FEATURES OF THIS YEZEAR’S AS 

SESSMENT 

is the special care which has been taken to 
properly assess corporations and individuals 
doing a thriving business, some of whom 
have been notoriously chronic tax-fighters. 
Special attention has also been bestowed 
upon the lumber interest, one of the most 
important factors, in a commercial sense, in 
the West Division. 

The total real-estate assessment for 1879 
was $30,239,594, and that on personal prop- 
erty $4,677,100. The totals for this year’s as- 
sessment, as above stated, have not been 
dee ene posible, terete, e 

8 on retore, 
a proximately, The real-estate total will be 
about $28,574,174, the falling-off from last 
year being due to the large depreciation in 
the value of frame build of which there 
are a large number in the West Division. As 
will be seen further on, there is a decrease 
this year in tlie assessment of certain dock 
property in. Greene’s South Branch 
Addition—a decrease due to the 
fact that several of the railroads have listed 
their property under the proper schedule, as 
— by law, and the assessment will be 
made bythe State Board of Equalization. 
The personal property assessment will ap- 
proximate a total of $4,350,000 to „000, 
the comparatively slight decrease being due 
to the greater care taken this year to make 
the assessment more equitable and more uni-

It is not too much to say 
that If it bad not comeinthe ear none would 
have been roceived from some sections. A 
bunch which is stated to bea fair sample of 
many lots gathered along the 248 miles of rail- 
road between Minneapolis and MacGregor, con- 
tains no grain at all, nothing butstalk and chaff 
The samples from some other places are fair, 
buttake them altogether they do not inaicate 
anything like an ayerage crop. The 
are now at work in Central Iowa. 

Once again the Grain Inspectors have suc- 
ceeded in displeasing both sides. Receivers 
have found fault because rather large quanti- 
ties of winter wheat were passed into the lower 
grades, they claiming that it was good enough 
for No. 2 red, and would inspect as of that grade 
on going out of store. And pow some shippers 
“some to the fore” with the remark that the 
wheat offered as No. 2 red in store does not come 
up to the standard named in the instructions re- 
ceived from their principals. The fault appears 
to be that holders of the wheat are rushing it 
forward too early. They are afraid of lower 
prices to come by waiting. and so thresh their 
wheat right away after cutting, and ship it 
immediately after threshimg. The grain 
has not had time to go through 
the sweat before it is offered to the judgment of 
inspectors and shippers,and it is difficult to 
judge between external moisture and dampness 
from the inside. 

A little amendment is offered to our remarks 
Saturday about the pork deal. “The longs are 
eating pork, but the shorts are eating crow.“ 

They say that three or four prominent firms 
have declined to trade in pork for customers so 
long as present conditions continue. It is now 
widely believed that prices will range high till 
November, when the new pork comes on the 
market.
